Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

Claims 1 -13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claimed subject matter and the specification pertain to a gas turbine 
operating at a certain pressure ratio, wherein the blades are constructed to achieve that 
pressure ratio along with other limitations including: a boss ratio, an average degree of 
reaction range, a range for curvature, and a gauging ratio. The specification lacks an 
explanation that enables one of ordinary skill in the art to construct a gas turbine, having 
multiple stages of moving and stationary blades, capable of achieving the ranges of 
pressure ratio, boss ratio, average degree of reaction, curvature, or gauging ratio as 
claimed. Since one having ordinary skill in the art would not be able to construct the 
instant invention based on the provided specification, the instant invention fails to 
comply with the enablement requirement.
